4 THE TARIFF IN DANHER. 


Pro minent Senato rs Believ e That the 
Arhitri.U‘y Co urse in the Ho use 
Has Disso lv ed the Sessio n. 
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first step was taken in the ho use 
yesterday in a po licy o f o ppo sitio n 
to Reedism that may, if persisted 
in, put an end to tariff legislatio n 
by tjiis sessio n o f co ngress. 
A tten ­ 
tio n has been called to the gro wing 
dissatisfactio n with Speaker Reed, 
no t o nly umo ng the demo crats o f 
the ho ise, but amo ng members o f 
his o wn party in bo th ho uses. 
R e ­ 
cently the co nstitutio nal lawyers o f 
the senate 
have 
frequently ex­ 
pressed do ubt as to the validity o f 
legislatio n acted upo n by the senate 
during the regularly fo rced 
ad­ 
jo urnments o f the ho use, their rea­ 
so n being that it might be readily 
co nstrued by the 'supreme co urt 
that but o ne ho use is in actual, 
legal sessio n, and that the senate, 
sitting alo ne, can act o nly in its 
executive capacity. 
The republicans 
in the senate 
have no t been lo ud in raising this 
po int, because o f its fatal o peratio n 
upo n the tariff. 
There has, ho w 
ever, been a stro ng underto ne o 
dissent frc^n R eed’s co urse o f fo re 
ing adjo urnment fro m Mo nday to 
Tuesday, because o f the element o 
do ubt that such actio n may raisè as 
to the regularity o f laws framed 
under such co nditio ns. 
These law 
yers ho ld that by well-kno wn and 
po pular understanding the ho use 
o f representatives is no t in legal 
co nstitutio nal sessio n ; its co mmit 
tees have no t been appo inted and 
it is in no way o rganized fo r the 
pro per transactio n o f business, and 
that the actio n o f the speaker 
sho ws plainly the intent o f the m a­ 
jo rity no t to permit legislatio n. 
The senate has passed i n bills 
and i6 jo int reso lutio ns. 
Thus far 
the ho use has sho wn no intentio n 
to co nsider these, and has igno rée 
an impo rtant internatio nal m atter 
sent fro m the senate, after passing 
that bo dy by an o verwhelming m a­ 
jo rity. 
The 
senato rial 
lawyers 
ho ld also that the adjo urnments o f 
the ho use have been very irregular, 
and so me even believe that Sunday 
is no t dies no n in legislative bo dies 
w ithin the meaning o f the three 
days’ adjo urnmtnts specified by 
the legislatio n. 
Senato r Mo rgan said last evening 
that he wo uld make an effo rt to 
have the judiciary co mmittee o f the 
senate take co gnizance o f the pres­ 
ent co nditio n o f the ho use and re­ 
po rt whether in their judgment the 
ho use is o r is no t in co nstitutio nal 
sessio n. 
The senato r is averse to 
o bstructing the tariff, but says that 
if the ho use co ntinues diso rganized, 
as at present, he shall ask fo r the 
judgm ent o f the senate in the 
matter. 
In the ho use 
yesterdav, 
Mr. 
Lewis, o f Washingto n,avaiied him 
self o f the suggestio n o f Senato r 
M o rgan that the ho use, by its auto ­ 
matic system o f adjo urning twice a 
week, has vio lated the co nstitutio n 
and thereb}- effected a disso lutio n 
o f the extra sessio n o f co ngress. 
Mr. Lewis made the po int that there 
was no legal sessio n o f the ho use o f 
representatives and that therefo re 
the jo urnal co uld no t be legally ap­ 
pro ved. On acco unt o f the general 
desire that there sho uld no t be a 
lo ng sessio n o n Memo rial day, Mr. 


Lewis co ntented himselr with a 
fo rmal pro test. 
The pro po sitio n 
advanced 
by 
Senato r Alo rgan is regarded seri­ 
o usly by demo crats. 
Bu t fo r o ne 
thing it is pro bable that the extra 
sessio n wo uld be interfered with 
and wo uld end sensatio nally. 
There is a stro ng dispo sitio n in 
the senate to resent the co urse o f 
the ho use and the declaratio n o f 
Mr. Mo rgan has attracted attentio n 
to it sharply. 
There is a stro ng 
mo tive, ho wever, 
fo r no t inter­ 
fering with the passage o f the tariff 
bill. 
The o ppo sitio n in co ngress 
has ado pted the po licy o f no n-in­ 
terference with the passage o f the 
bill. 
Acco rding to their view o f 
the situatio n the test is to be made 
befo re the co untry as to whether 
tariff legislatio n will relieve the 
business depressio n o r whether it 
will fail and free silver will have to 
be tried. 
So co nfident are they in their 
o wn theo ry that the tariff has no th­ 
ing to do with the case that they 
are anxio us that the test sho uld no t 
be embarrassed by any o utside co n­ 
sideratio n, and tiiat, sho uld better 
times fail to co me, it co uld no t be 
o ffered as an excuse that the tariff 
legislatio n was o bstructed o r inter­ 
fered wdth. 
The view advanced by Air. M o r­ 
gan might be ado pted by a ma­ 
jo rity o f the senate and they might 
refuse to legislate while the ho use 
is in its present co nditio n, 
and 
they might adjo urn, regarding the 
sessio n as disso lved by the actio n 
o f the ho use. 
But if they did this 
it wo uld put an end to tariff legis­ 
latio n and prevent the test being 
made 
which 
they, 
and 
pre­ 
sumably 
every 
o ne 
in 
the 
co untry who 
agrees with them 
o r is in do ubt o n the subject, de­ 
sires. 
It is no t certain, therefo re, 
that Mr. Alo rgan’s pro po sitio n will 
be pressed. 
The demo crats pro b­ 
ably will co ntent themselves with 
calling attentio n to the situatio n, 
and then let the future take care o f 
the questio n whether o r no t there 
has been any vio latio n o f the co n­ 
stitutio n. 
* This will be presented as a co un­ 
ter to the idea that the senate is be­ 
ing fo rced to actio n by the co urse 
ado pted in the ho use. “ It is held by 
many demo crats in the senate tluit 
the absence o f necessity fo r pres­ 
sure fro m the ho use to induce the 
senate to actio n will be sutficiently 
demo nstrated by the failure o f the 
o ppo sitio n in that bo dy to practice 
any o f the usual metho ds o f o b­ 
structio n.

Following is the Alemorial ser­ 
mon delivered before the Grand 
Arm}' of the Republic, W om an’s 
Relief Corps and Sons of Veterans 
at the First Congregational church 
Sunday morning, and which the 
D eaiocrat publishes by request: 
“ Blessed be the Lo rd, my ro ck, which teach- 
eth my hands to war and niy ,hng ers to 
fig ht.’’—Psalm 14 4 : 1. 
All wars are sinful, 
w icke d ; 
because it takes two nations or 
tribes to constitute war, and one or 
the other is sure to be wrong, and, 
generally , both sides are wrong, 
more or less. 
Most alf^the ware of antiquity , 
and many in more m>dern times, 
have been waged for conquest and 
plupder, or for the aggrandizement 
of haughty monarchs. 
It is sad to 
contemplate the unnumbered mil­ 
lions who have been sacrificed in 
war to gratify the ambition of a 
few ty ra nts; and the vVrst treasures 
that have been worse than wasted 
by mankind in killing one another ; 
and each and every nation has now 
a war debt upon them so heavy 
that,in many cases, they never will 
be paid, 
x\nd the standiiig armies of the 
nations and their armaments, if 
they could but ‘‘beat their swords 
into plowshares and their spears 
into pruning hooks,'’ would supply 
all the wants of the w orld ! 
But still, in the present state of 
the world, 
all wars cannot 
be 
avoid ed ; 
and it cannot be that 
both parties 'are alway s in the 
w rong in every conflict. 
' 
There are times still when a na­ 
tion can sing, as King David, the 
head of the Jewish nation, did, 
“ Blessed be the Lord, my rock, 
which teacheth my hands to war 
and my fingers to fight.” 
It cannot be wrong for a nation 
to fight in self-defense for liberty 
It cannot be wrong to fight to save 
one’s country , if he has a country 
worth saving. 
W hen the integrity 
of such a country is menaced, it 
becomes the highest duty of all the 
the subjects of it, and all who are 
protected by it, 
to rush to its 
rescue, and by force of arms, if 
need be, repel and drive back the 
invading foe ; not to do this is to 
be a traitor to one’s country ; not 
to do this is to simply be without 
a country . 
A nd the doctrine that human 
life is inviolable, and that we have 
no right to take it under any cir­ 
cumstances, cannot be maintained, 
either from the sacred scriptures or 
from reason. 
The 
commandment 
thundered 
from Mount Sinai, 
“ Thou shalt 
not kill,” can mean no more than, 
“ Thou shalt do no murder.” 
All 
killing is not murder. 
Under those same Jewish laws 
and statutes many crimes were 
punished with death ; and if human 
life can never be taken, then liow 
could 
David 
sing 
this 
psalm 
D avid’s predecessor. King Saul, 
died fighting his enemies, but when 
David came to the throne he sub­ 
dued all the nations round about, 
and brought peace and safety , and 
united all the twelve tribes under 
him and then sang the text. 
A nd the N ew 
Testament no 
more than 
the Old teaches the 
doctrine of non-resistance and the 
inviolability of life. 
•The text, “ Resist not evil, and if 
smitten on one cheek turn the 
other also,” 
was 
only directed 
against 
private 
retaliation 
and 
taking the law into 
one’s own 
hands,and not against the duties of 
magistrates. 
John the Bapist told 
the soldiers who.cam e to him not 
to disarm, but t | be content with 
their wages and do no violence but 
do their duty . 
Paul say s, “ The powers that be 
are ordained of God and they bear 
not the sword in vain.” 
Indeed 
there is nothing in the Bible against 
self-defense for an individual or 
nation. 
A nd no government could 
long exist without this power and 
right. 
No prisoner could be ap­ 
prehended and all our prison houses 
would soon be emptied of thieves, 
robbers and murderers if we have 
no right to kill under any circum­ 
stances. 
A nd J. Wilkes Booth, 
the assassin of President Lincoln, 
could not have been apprehended 
by the whole United States army , 
in 
that barn, 
with his 
cocked 
pistols and repeating rifle and two 
bowie knives in his belt, if we have

A nd this 
right applies to war, and to gov­ 
ernments and to individuals. 
A 
man who will not protect his own 
life and the life of his family and 
the life of the nation is an errant 
coward and no man. 
God had en­ 
dowed us with tlie faculties and 
powers of self-defense to be used 
when necessary . 
Now, my hearers ! W hat a grand 
country we have 1 W hat a goodly 
heritage God has given us! If this 
country is not worth having and 
not worth saving, what country is? 
W e have every variety of climate 
and production. 
Fully cultivated 
we could almost feed the whole 
w orld ! 
A nd we have a Declaration of 
Independence that is the light and 
hope of all the struggling millions 
of all lands. 
A nd a constitution, (our bill of 
rights) the grandest, fullest and 
freest of any nation on the globe. 
Forty -five states under it, free to 
make all laws for their own local 
welfare, and y et bound together by 
ties indissoluble for a common de­ 
fense and general welfare. 
United 
States! Independent and free from 
all the entangling alliances of the 
old world! 
Free to work out the 
grandest problems of progress and 
humanity . 
No other nation on the earth so 
favorably situated. 
“ Beautiful for 
situation is Mount Zion on the 
sides of the north. 
The Lord hath 
done great things for us whereof 
we are glad.” 
W hat have we ever had to seri­ 
ously trouble us? 
The Lord has 
been on our side from the first. 
No weapons against us have ever 
prospered! 
W hat has threatened 
and affrighted us? W e have strong 
party feelings, but as soon as each 
election took 
place all 
become 
quiet and peaceful! 
It has not 
been any 
religions question, for 
here we have 
“ no 
church and 
state,” and all are free to worship 
and give, or not worship or give. 


It has not been the tariff (juestion. 
W e have alway s had a tariff from 
the day s ot \\ asliingtnn until now ; 
and will have, with modifications, 
for generations to com. 
It has 
not been anarchv or 
mohocracy ; we could soon suppress 
these! 
It has not been 
the silver 
question. 
That 
came up 
like 
Jonah’s gourd, 
and will subside 
in the same manner. 
The finan­ 
cial 
caiestion 
will 
soon 
be 
settled. 
W e 
well remember 
when we 
neither silver nor 
gold of our own coining in these 
United States. All our silver came 
from IVIexico, France,Germany and 
England. A nd we were then unit­ 
ed and nrosperous. 
W’hat then raised the great com­ 
motion? 
Wliat then has kept this 
great nation, from its commence­ 
ment, 
in such turmoil until the 
close of tlie last fratricidal war? 
W e all know the sad facts of the 
terrible civil war. 
A nd y et but 
few of this generation know the 
causes and tlie history of the facts 
that led up to it. 
A nd they should 
never he lost sight of by our chil­ 
dren and our children’s children! 
They should he written for the ad­ 
monition of ages to come, and not 
expurgated, as is being done in 
some quarters, from our histories 
and school hooks. 
Wdience came those eighty odd 
national cemeteries, 
kindly kept 
and guarded, in which, by act of 
congress, no soldier who fought on 
the other side can ever sleep, and 
no orator who sy mpathized with 
the south in the rebellion can ever 
speak on memorial day ? 
Disguise it as we may , this slav- 
ery question has been the one cause 
of all our discords and trouble. 
The fire-brand was thrown in our 
midst when a Dutch vessel with a 
cargo of negroes stolen from Africa 
landed on the shores of Virginia, 
and the negroes were sold as slaves 
when we were but colonies and not 
states. 
Then commenced the struggle 
that never ended until the war 
ended. 


1. 
The first clash came when the 
thirteen original states were formed, 
part of them free and part slave, 
and besides holding slaves, 
the 
slave states demanded three-fifths 
representation for their slaves, or 
they would not come into tlie 
union, but set up their own gov­ 
ernment. 
1 his gave the south much more 
representation in 
congress 
than 
they were entitled to, and never 
could be satisfactory to the free 
states. 
Such a union never should 
liave been consummated. 
2. 
Then, to show wliat attitude 
the government took, the ordinance 
of 17 ^7 was passed by congress 
prohibiting slavery in the N orth­ 
west territory forever. 
A nd tliat 
was all the territory we then had. 
And Thomas Jefferson, the writer 
ot tlie Declaration, in 17 84 present­ 
ed a hill in congress to prohibit 
slavery forever in all the territory 
that might ever he acquired. Now 
the slave holders raised a storm, 
and declared, “ If we cannot go 
with our slaves into all the terri­ 
tories we will dissolve the union.” 
This was the second threat of se­ 
cession, and an attempt to make 
slavery a creature of common la w ; 
and, if so, then slavery could go 
any where, and no slave code was 


needed. It was a misnomer, a stul­ 
tification of our Declaration and 
principles. 
3. 
Soon we obtained territory 
from Spain and France, and the 
states oi Louisiana and others were 
formed from that territory , 
but 
with 
the 
promise 
that 
slavery 
should never go north of 36 degrees 
and 30 minutes. 
Kansas and N e­ 
braska were both north of that 
line. 
Then came the Mexican 
war, urged on to obtain slave terri­ 
tory , and for no other reason. A nd 
Texas was added to us, out of 
which five slave states could he 
carved. 
Then was another strug­ 
gle. 
The Florida war was waged 
to drive the Indians from their 
wives and children, as they had 
inter-married with the slaves. This 
cost the nation four million dollars. 
4 . 
Then in 1819 
state, Mis­ 
souri, was taken in as a slave state, 
and the whole nation was con­ 
vulsed again. 
5 . 
Then Stephen A. Douglas, 
cliairman of the committee on ter­ 
ritories, reported to the senate that 
the “ Missouri compromise was null 
and void.” 
Now came the struggle to make 
Kansas and Nebraska slave states ; 
but failed after a desperate effort,

berlain says is his case, do mu ch bet­ 
ter withou t it, and if they escape a 
minatory lectu re once a week they 
are greatly favored by fortu ne. There 
are other men, qu ite nu merou s, wlio 
benefit by exercise in big drau ghts 
bu t not in homoeopathic doses, wlio 
exert themselves fu riou sly once a 
week or du ring an annu al holiday, 
bu t for the rest of their time benefit 
most by bodily torpor.

In the Generation of Electricity Direct 
from Heat. 
A most important step has been 
taken in the derivation of electricitv 
from heat. 
A tliermo-^cnorator has 
been invented, in vdiicii the tlaine of 
a Eunson g a s burner docs all the work 
of producing electricity. Tiic gener­ 
ator measures about six inches in 
height and^about one-third more in 
dianietcr. 
In )n-inciple it is a tlicr- 
mopilo, and the electric current is 
itroduced by the clTect of lieat upon 
what may bo termed nn armature 
connmscd of couples of metal of a 
coi'tain compositivin. 
These cou]Io.s 
are arranged in layers, separated hy 
asbestos around a liollow core. 
The 
several layers are connected in series 
by terminal wires.

Douglass 
took 
(ieneral 
Cass’ 
doctrine of s(juaiter sovereignty, 
and said those in 
the territory 
could vote ¡slavery in or out as 
they pleased, and he did not care 
which. 
Lincoln took tlu‘ grouiul that 
slavery could not exist under com­ 
mon lawL but only by legislation, 
and could not go into free territory, 
as congress could 
not establish 
slavery, nor recognize it there. But 
he further declared that he had no 
power to touch slavery in the states, 
and that if electetl he w’ouhl en­ 
force all the law's on tlie statute 
books, and in no w’ay interfere with 
any of the rights of the soutli. 
Lincoln was elected, and then the 
south, one state after another, be­ 
gan to rebel and secede, and soon 
fired on Fort Sumpter and the wair 
commenced. 
W as ever rebellion so cau.seless.^ 
Does history furnish any parallel.^ 
Not a right of the south hail ever 
l)een infringed upon. It wais purely

No wa)iider 
Lincoln saitl, 
house divided against itself cannot 
stand, and this nation cannot much 
longer exist half slave and lialf 
free.” 
No wajnder Jefferson, liim- 
self a slave-holder, uttered the.se 
memorable words, ‘Tn view^ of our 
slavery, 1 tremble for my country 
w'lien I remember that God is just, 
and that his justice will not sleep 
forever.” 
A nd it is not publicly knowm 
that the injustice and inconsistency 
of slavery so weighed on the mind 
of Henry Clay that at one time he 
took all 
his slaves to Indiana, 
bouglit them some land and liber­ 
ated them. 
No (juestion but 
many harsh 
things 
were said at the 
north 
against slave-hoUlers, and their ag­ 
gressive policy, but not a thing was 
ever said or done to interfere wuth 
the rights of the south, or wuth 
slavery where it existed, exce[)t by 
vote in congress against slavery 
and slave trade in District of Co­ 
lumbia, w'hich was owmed by the 
nation.

Now, must all this history 
and these strange facts be suppress­ 
ed at the behest of sijiieamish ears.^

standing armies of fifteen hundred 
miles in length to keej) the peace.

W ho would catch tlieir run­ 
away slaves then? 
A nd wdiat 
southern army could keep them 
from crossing the line?

In the closing years of the 
nineteenth century of the Chris- 
era, wdien other less free nations 
were abolishing slavery, and even 
despotic Russia w^as giving freedoi:p 
to her serfs, to dissolve this glo­ 
rious union, to extend human chat­ 
tel slavery, and perpetuate it, they 
would 
call 
down 
upon 
them­ 
selves 
the 
w^orld’s 
unmitigated 
scorn ! 
A nd under the peculiar circum­ 
stances tills secession movement 
came very near being successful 
and this great notion ruined. Never 
in the history of the wairld w'as such 
a gigantic rebellion put down, but 
had to be compromised.

that secession w'as unconstitutional 
and to stop it wais ecpially uncon­ 
stitutional. 
Ex-President 
Pierce 
ileclared, “ if Lincoln coerces the 
south blood w'ill flow^ here in New 
Hampsliire.” 
The cry then w*ent 
up from the rebel sympathizers of 
the north. “ Our country is gone, ’ 
and the bonds and wair debt wall 
never be paid, “ and tiie black re- 
[uihlicans have done it all.” 
Thus 
prolonging the wav and doubling 
our W’ar tlel>i. 
The convention met at Chicago, 
pronounced (he wair a failure, and 
nominated for president the hero 
“ of a masterly inactivity,” and if 
we had failed in the battle at 
Gettysburg no telling wliat tlie re­ 
sult might have been! 
Our arms 
were victorious under Meade, even 
while that convention w’as still in 
session. 
What tlien are the results of this 
fratricidal
